“About this there can be ne 
question in the mind of anyone 
who will give the subject that care- 
kuf study which is essential to a 
complete understanding of the 
situation.”

Death of a Noted French Authority 
on Habkual Liars. 


The recently deceased 3 French 
psychiatrist, Ernest Dupre, who 
died at the comparatively early 
age of 59, began his medical life 
as an internist, writing a mono- 
graph on biliary infections; thence 
he to neurology and ulti- 
mately to psychiatry. For the 
last twenty years he had been 
identified with the latter, includ- 


ing its forensic aspect. 


The subject which greatly in- 
terested him and for which he is 
responsible in French 


largely 
papthiatry was the conception of 


the mythomaniac—of the habitual 
liar who relates tales of persecu- 
tion and accuses others of crimes. 
He once held a series of confer- 
ences on forensic psychiatry in the 
Palias de Justice, going especially 
into criminal anthropology and 
sociology. Crime he presented 
from the viewpoint of etiology, 
symptdps, prophylaxis and treat- 
ment. Certain psychoses naturally 
tend more to crime than others 
and present delicate forensic prob- 
lems. . Gross crimes are not in 
question here, but the more subtle 
ones in which self-mutilation, 
hysteria, false accusation and 


pathological lying are concerned.

Dupre is a pathological tendency, 
more or less voluntary and con- 
scious, toward lying and relating 
fabulous experiences. This tend- 
ency is practically normal in child- 
hood as a natural consequence of 
the unfolding of the psyche, and 
gradually being attenuated be- 
comes extinct about puberty.

YY AAT happened to the vision of peace, so radiant in the skies on the 
morning of the Armistice? Why have the months that followed been 

so filled with misery, disease and blood? Why has the world turned frivo- 

lous, with the places of amusement and debauch filled and the churches 


We suffer because the love of humanity was chilled by the draughts of 
venomous propaganda quaffed during four vears of seething war and hate. 
During that period every known force of destruction was loosed upon the 
earth. People were mobilized against people and the exigencies of war de- 
mended that no compassion should be shown to the vanquished. a 
division charged the trenches of the enemv the order was issued Take no 
prisoners; leave only dead men at your backe.“ After charge was re- 
puleed the guns were ploved on the wounded let, in No Man's Land: for 
medical science had made such advances that 80 per cent of those 
crawled or were carried away were able to return later to the battle line. 
Humane impulses were stifled. t was war to the death. Those who showed 
mercy were set down as emotional weaklings. Even the Red Cross ceased 
to be international. Each country cared for its own and its allies first. The 
President of the American Red Cross was the commander-in-chief of the 
American armies. The Red Cross of Geneva. that knows no country, that 
maintains a strict neutrality, that has no choice of combatants and passes 
through all lines with impunity—the Red Cross under that form practically 
ceased to function. 

While the war was conducted with poison gases and the bombarding 
of unfortified cities at the front, the venomous propaganda was impregnat- 
ing the populations back of the lines. The heroism displaved in the first- 


line trenches served to exalt souls and counteract in part the malienant in- 


fluences of hate; but the poison fumes of embittered propaganda filled the 
lungs of the rising generation on the home front. With the Armistice the 
actual fighting ceased, but the malignant forces continued to cl*im their prev. 

America was far removed from the fighting line and the eff-ct of the vil- 
lainous propaganda was less felt here than among the peonles of Europe. Yet 
we have had in our own country a wave of crime and violence that is without 
precedent. For four years the rising generation was schooled in the arts of 


destruction. Deeds of violence were glorified; love of country was exempli- 


fied by hatred of its enemies. Children were taught. not Love them that 
hate you,” but your enemies, lest they destroy you. 
III. 
Su methods were deemed essential to the winning of the war; but they left 
behind a heritage of hatred and crime. Those who have visited Europe 
during the last three years return with the almost unanimous rebort that the 
peoples are so impregnated with hate and distrust that a resumption of peace- 
ful production seems impossible. Nations are divided into factions that seek by 
any means to destroy one another. And hatred between peoples of different 
nations is raging with relentless fury. They seem to be gangrened by its effect. 
The distrust fostered through four years of warfare cannot be allayed. Whole 
communities are starving; but their plight does not awaken the sympathy one 
has a right to expect to find among Christian peoples. Each community, each 
country, seems to be imbued by a desire only to care for its own. 

‘The whole world is suffering from a dearth of love and an excess of 
hate. For four terrible years the forces of destruction were mobilized and the 
generous impulses that make for the brotherhood of man were stifled. Love 
is a sensitive plant that must be watched and tended. Hate is a hardy poison 
ivy. Love descends with the sunlight and starlight from the vaulted heavens. 
Hate flourishes in the dark, dank swamps and fens, where it creeps out of the 
slime of the earth. Love sacrifices itself for others. Hate destroys others for 
selfish gratification. Love carries a scepter. Hate is armed with a dagger. 
Love gives birth to justice. Hate is the sire of force. And it is written on a 
hundred pages of history that a people that has lost the power of compassion 
is doomed to self-destruction. 

' _ For a period of seven years love has been confined in a cell underground 
in Europe while hate has plundered nations and peoples. 

That mental condition is one which must be taken into consideration in 
planning for the regeneration of Europe. The peoples must be healed of the 
mental diseases contracted during the World War. They have lost sight of 
the fundamentals on which civilization is based. Love thy neighbor is a 
forgotten creed. Before Europe can again become a safe place of abode for 
the honest and industrious poor that creed must be restored. 

IV. | 

G USPICION hes replaced « feeling of security in the breasts of the Euro- 

pean populations. There have 0 many outbursts of radicalism 

that the people do not trust their own governments. So rampant has been 

the spirit of plunder that men with capital fear to invest in an industrial enter- 

prise, lest their plant be sovietized and all their fortune confiscated. In addi- 

tion to this, no people is willing to trust to the commitments, made by treaty 
or otherwise, of any other. 

There was a time when several peoples of Europe placed honor above 
even life itself. But the radicals came with their preachment that “honor is 
only a bourgeois prejudice; with the result that no people is willing to trust 
to the honor of any other for the fulfillment of any pledges or obligations.

THESE are the conditions that militate, more than poverty or bad seasons, 

: against the rebuilding of Europe. The peoples there are suffering from 
an unhealthy state of mind as much as from physical ills; and mental maladies 
are the most difficult of all to heal. : 

Radicalism, giving birth to mutual distrust, has done more harm to Eu- 
rope than fire and sword. For it left peoples without faith, even in their own 
Every great epoch of history is the reamalgamation of old elements and 

resurrection under the empire of a new idea. And the new idea that 
is so necessary to effect the regeneration of Europe is a feeling of confidence 
that war with its scourges is passing from the world, that the spirit of national 
aggression is dead, that the honor of their fathers can be reborn in the sons, 
that the old guaranty of life and property is to be renewed, that no class in 
any country will be permitted to plunder the others, that the spirit of hatred 
is passing and that the peoples are ready to listen again to the admonition: 
This a new commandment | give unto you, that you love one another.

She has revived all the pic- 
turesque adjuncts of those old days, with 
the added charms of electric lighting, mod- 
ern bathrooms, model kitchens, exquisite 
linen, British draperies, British cutlery, 
British furniture and British cookery, with 
stich success that the tourists are spending 
lavishly and gratefully. Numerous indus- 
tries have been indirectly given a push to- 
ward prosperity, hundreds of people have 
been given employment and her own purse 
has been filled. Her name is becoming a 
househgid word in Britain, and it is even 
rumored that she has been invited to come 
to the United States and perform the same 
service for some of our run-down old hos- 
telries in country towns, which, under pro- 
hibition, have become objects of apology. 

Or there is Lady Rhondda, England's fore- 
most business woman, who is on the direc- 
torate of nearly fifty important industrial 
corporations, including coal, shipping, print- 
ing and publishing and proprietary reme 
dies. She is the daughter of the first Vis- 
count Rhondda and a peeress and still fight- 
ing to establish her right to a seat in the 
House of Lords, in which she has popular 
public opinion very much on her side. She 
married Sir Humphrey Mackworth in 1908 
and is affectionately known as “Meg Mack- 
worth,” every corporation with which she 
is associated being not only solvent, but

At the time that out- 
rage was perpetrated Galleani was 
writing for one of the numerous 
ephemeral newspapers he either 
founded or edited. This particular 
journal was the 
siva, and that he was more or less | 
informed regarding the San Fran- 
cisco affair we gather from one of 
his editorials, wherein he de- 
clared that neither Billings, Moo- 
ney, Nolen, Weinburg nor Re 
Mooney were guilty. 


That statement in itself was not 


particularly impressive, inasmuch 
as newspapers of the so-called cap- 
italistic class had said similar 
things about the affair. But his 
editorial continued to say that the 
preparedness parade that was 
bombBed that day in San Francisco 
contituted “a triumph of shame, of 
vileness, treaon and cowardice.” 
“And do you think,“ the article 
went on, “that no one had the 
courage to interrupt this festivity? 
That day a man who has never 
been known, saturated with anger 
and hatred against the untiring 
tortures of the populace, wanted to 
tell to the tryants and to the slaves 
equally ... that if violence 
is befitting when it reinforces the 
dominion of the rich he must pro- 
test on behalf of his class. And 
that message he entrusted to 2 
of dynamite,” Later on, 
alleani told us the men he re- 
erred to had left the country. 
Inasmuch as I had nothing to do 
with the San Francisco affair I am 
not in a position to hold forth 
thereon. But this I do know, 
Galleani and Galleani knew it 
whoever did it was well known to 
was about to be perpetrated and 
who was to do the actual work. 
When Galleani fled from Pater- 
son After the silk mill riots he es- 
tablished himself in Barre, Vt., 
after a year or so in Canada. He 
had succeeded to the crown laid 
aside by his mentor, Malatesta, 
and was undergoing the same 
troubles as had that master. He 
was an intellectual, and as such 
was surrounded by the radical in- 
telligentsia. He made speeches 
warranted to bring about action. 
Just as long as he had an excited 
mob to deal with he remained the 
idol of the anarchists, but in more 
peaceful days he wrote and 
talked in a less fiery and more 
academic manner. 


ROUGH ELEMENT DISPLEASED. 


That was pleasing to other in- 
tellectuals, but the rough ele- 


ment failed to appreciate it. The 
latter faction was constantly stray- 
ing after other leaders. Galleani 
became involved in a newspaper 
wrangle with one Pedro Esteve, 
editor of La Questione Sociale, and 
started his own organ, the Chonaca 
Sovversiva. 

I shall not attempt to oe up 
thie fight except to say that the 
battle of phrases ensued 
ruined whatever unity, peace and 
concord there may have deen 
among the thousand and one anar- 
chist factions that Galleani was 
supposed to hold together. Fear- 
ful internal chaos resulted. Erst- 
while popular anarchists began 
running off with the wives of other 
popular anarchists. 

Meetings broke up in general 
fighting. As an organized menace 
the anarchists became something 
of a ribald joke. The greatest 
danger lay in the possibility of any 
one or dozen of them going a little 
more berserk than their normal 
state had been and blowing up a 
town or a ship or a railroad—any- 
thing. 

The so-called confessions of cer- 
tain of them (who were gathered 
in on various occasions by the po- 
lice and confronted with jail sen- 
tences, with hard labor and daily 
baths attached thereto) read like 
the small scandal of a Gopher 
Prairie. Sometimes the transcripts 
of these confessions read like rav- 


ngs. 

I have never met an anarchist 
yet who had a sense of humor. I 
am convinced, as you would be 
were you to take the time to read 
these blithering statements, that 
no person with a sense of humor 
could be an anarchist, at least not 
the type we had and have here 
in America. 

For several years before the 
Wall-street explosion there were 
two principal groups of anarchists 
here in New York—the Galleani 
and the Bresci groups. The for- 
mer adhered to their creed of 
violence—direct action. The Bresci 
group, while by no means pacifists 
or reactionary, were less ready to 
touch off bombs, 

During the time we were 
examining Andrea Salsedo we 
corralled members of both groups 
and learned that a few months be- 
fore the Wall-street explosian one 
of them, a member of the Bresci 
group, met a Galleani in New 
Haven. 


URGES DIRECT ACTION. 


The former had something of a 
reputation for manifesto writing— 
a sharp, pithy style that was noted 
for ita ability to stir up those who 
believed in that sort of literature. 
The Galleani man asked the Bresci 
to abandon his less direct leader 
and join the direct action mob, 
and, in coming. to fetch his 
trenchant pen along.

TAUGHT ANARCHISM. 

Roberto Elia, a follower of Gal- 
leani and particular chum of An- 
drea Salsedo, was deported some 
time after the Wall-street explo- 
sion. The chances were that it 
was he who wrote the leaflet, 
“Plain Words,” found on the 


streets and in mall boxes the day 
of the Wali-street explosion. We 
had every evidence that he even 
printed ‘the leafiets. But it is 
quite another thing to gather the 
evidence that a jury would de- 
mand. 

But to get back to the man 
Galleani, we find that he conducted 
something of a school at Barre, 
Vt. There he taught anarchy as 
he saw it. His pupils when asked 
to define anarchy would invariably 
reply something like this: 

“Anarchy is unimposed govern- 
ment; a society lberally consti- 
tuted. Any individual can donate 
o the society his intelligence, his 
knowledge and his work and he 
will get in return his necessities.” 

“What is society?” 

“Mankind.” 

„Can't you be more specific re- 
garding anarchy? Will it not do 
away with all forms of orgenized 
government?” 

“Anarchy is the philosophy of 
opposition to that form of violence 
known as organized government.” 

Galieani taught his pupils that 
he embodied all the philosophy of 
such of his predecessors as Kro- 
potkin, Malatesta, Herve, Bakunin 
and Ferrer, and topped all this 
erudition off with his own superi- 
ority of intellect. 

“I am the most intellectual man 
in America,” was one of Galleani’s 
modest statements. 

I believe the man was sincere 
in his belief. I seldom came into 
contact with a person quite so su- 
perior. 

Galleant encountered discourage- 
ment along with the rest of us. 
Watched as he was, he lacked 
freedom of action. Some time be 
fore his deportation we asked him 
whether he did not think he was 
taking upon himself a rather dim- 


cult task when he easayed to bring 


about such a radical change in 
the American government. 

“I do not admit the authority 
of government,” he replied, “but 
I do think it is almost impossible 
to remove this government at 
present, because society is not in 
condition to live without govern- 
ment. Whenever men will all be 
persuaded, then will come a bet- 
ter form of government—individ- 
ualism, anarchy. But mankind is 
too stupid now.” 

This remarkable egotist was 
born in Vercelli, in the province 
of Novara, Italy. He studied law 
in the University of Turin. His 
social and political theories ex- 
panded faster than his knowledge 
of the statutes, so instead of get- 
ting his degree he was banished 
by the Italian government to the 
convict settlement of Pantelleria. 

The rocky shores and the for- 
lorn isolation of this bit of land 
did not restrain Galleani one night 
from putting to sea in a small 
boat while t guard was suffer- 
ing from carelessness. The next 
land he stepped upon was Egypt. 
He came to America in 1901, when 
about 30 years old.

ARLINGTON ROBIN SON. 


Fame is in many instances mere 
tulsomeness. 

Hot once wrote in a letter to a 
friend: “But one may sooner ex- 
pect encouragement from the dead 
than from the living.“ 

Edwin Arlington Robinson is a 
rare, and conspicuous é¢xample of 
the axtom that the exception 
proves the rule. Fame has come 
to his quiet sanctum and lifted the 
latch of his door. Fame is femi- 
nine—‘Fly, and she'll follow; fol- 
low, and she flies 

On the morning of Dea, 21, 1919, 
which marked the fiftieth mile- 
stone of Mr. Robinson, the New 
York Times printed the follow- 
ing editorial: 

“Edwin Arlington Robinson win 
be fifty years old tomorrew. His 
first book appeared twenty-three 
years ago. In the interval he has 
made his way slowly to a place of 
honor and distinction. To the gen 
eral public he is ‘hard to read.“ 
There are many thorny passages in 


‘this works. 


There is a solid intellectual con- 


tent, a subtle metaphysical quality |: 


in much of hie verse, ‘as much of 
Browning as of Donne,’ Prof. Bliss 
Perry tells us, and ‘the thought is 
packed tight.’ Yet he is a master 


of form as well as a profound!’ 


thinker, a not unkindly tronist. 
And he is a hero worshipper, as a 
poet should be. Mr. Roosevelt was 
one of his heroes. Among Ameri- 
can poets Mr. Robinson seems to 
have been President Roosevelt's 
favorite. 

“It is not so much Prof. Perry's 
felicitous praise as the kindly 
chorus of 116 fellow-poets that will 
perhaps please the reader, and per- 


haps Mr. Robinson himself, 


iz understood to be rather careless 
of approbation or blame. 

“Among these fellow-poets are 
not only famous figures of the 
newer schools, like Miss Lowell 
and Vachree Lindsay and F 
Lee Masters, but of the elder, “4 
Edwin Markham, and of the 
younger and still more conserva- 
tive generation of makers, 
such as Percy Mac and Her- 
man Hatkerdorn. 

Literary folk have a hard road 
to travel. If they praise one an- 
other they belong to a mutual ad- 
miration society. If they do not. 
they are mean, envious and jeal- 


ous, nevrotics and meglomaniacs. 
It is good to see them as they are, 
kind, with a sincere capacity for 
admiration for what they find ad- 
mirabdie.”

Dealers and Shippers Say 
Slump is Passing. 


Congestion at Harbor is 
Blamed for Delays. 


Lack of Cars Keeps W harves 
Crowded, is Report. 


The slump in the coatwise lum- 
ber trade of the Pacific caused 
some time ago by congestion on 
the lumber docks at Los Angeles 
Harbor, which has resulted in lay- 
ing up temporarily a score or 
more of lumber steamers at vari- 
‘ous ports, has reached its lowest 
level and conditions will rapidly 
improve, in the opinion voiced 
yesterday by lumber men at the 
harbor. ; 

The lumber market is now and 
has been for some time past in a 
most healthy condition, so far as 
demand and supply is concerned, 
it is said by local lumber ship- 
ping men. The chief difficulty here 
has been moving the incoming 
shipmente from the wharves as 
rapidly as they arrive. Delay has 
been occasioned for several weeks 
by the inability of the railroads 
to furnish enough cars. 

The ratiroads’ inability to move 
the millions of feet of lumber as 
rapidly as it is brought to the port, 
is said by one lumberman to be 
due to the rainy season inland.

Miura, énce a student at Stan- 
ford, later a worker in the or- 
chards of Southern California, and 
still later an expert fruit evapo- 
rator for California concerns, is 
working with W. A. Anderson. of 
the Hawallan Plantations, Ltd., a 
leading banana distributing agency. 

While EK. B. Rivers, of the Riv- 
ers Brothers Fruit Produce 
Company of Les Angeles, was in 
Hawaii recently to canvass the 


possibilities of establishing a large 
banana trade in connéction with 


signed up 200 banana 

one section of the islands alone 
who will enter the dehydrating 
field, in addition to shipping their 
fresh fruit as a market for it is 
developed. 

The process which the Japanese 
has brought here is so simple and 
inexpensive, he says, that any ten 
banana growers can handle it. He 
and the Americans here who have 


dehydrate bananas, the product to 
be marketed through a 
agency in Honolulu. 

Miura has established a smal! 
experimental] plant here and has 
evaporated in addition to bananas 
several other locally raised fruits, 


including pineapples and payas.

SALIA, March 3.—An appro- 
priation of $745,521 has been made 
by the Southern California Edison 
Company for local and general ex- 
penditures during 1922 to meet the 
demands for electric service in Vi- 
alia district, including Visalia. 
Woodlake and Exeter, according to 
District r Carruthers. This 
totals an approximate investment 
of $63.20 for every man, woman 
and child living in the towns named 
and the intervening rural territo- 
ries: This expenditure will he for 
water-power development in the 
mountains, transmission lines and 
equipment and labor. 

Mr. Carruthers stated the plan 
provides $100,000 for primary and 
secondary-line extensions for new 
consumers, ample means for in- 
stalling new high-tension lines a 
10,000 and 15,000 volta, reconstruc-

This condition was foreseen 
years ago, and the city built 
tracks on San Pedro street to meet 
it. But it appears there is a hitch- 
somewhere, and the tracks are not 
used for freighting, but for pas- 
senger traffic only. 

The Westinghouse Company,. in 
need of central warehouse facili- 
ties, recently secured permission 
from the city for restricted switch- 
ing on these tracks during certain 
midnight hours; but this served 
only to draw attention to the fa- 
cilities lying wasted and unused, 
and an awakening has resulted in 
a call for extension of this privi- 
lege to day and night service for 
the entire distance of the city 
tracks on San Pedro from Aliso to 
Ninth. 

The board of directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce has passed 
resolutions urging the City Council 
to open the trackage of this street 
to freight service in the interests 
of an expanding wholesale trade. 
What is needed is a definite, clear- 
ly defined and permanent regula- 
tion, enabling the erection of 
warehouses and light manufactur-

0,000,000, largely payable on de- 
mand,” it adds. “On Feb 
the President a bill creat- 
ing a commission to arrange the 
refunding of these obligations. 
The commission is specifically em- 
wered within three years to re- 
nd and extend the time of pay- 
ment of the principal or the in- 
terest of any obligations of any 
foreign government arising out of 
the World War, now held or here- 
after acquired by the United States.

“But assuming that the Allies 
can pay—eo runs the argument— 
may it not he a question whether 
it is to our best interest that they 
do ao? It ig not necessary to dem- 
onstrage that our debtors must 
meet both the yearly interest pay- 
ments and amortizetions chiefly 
by sending goods—manufactured 

s—into this country. The an- 
nual interest alone on our foreign 
credits at 4% per cent comes to a 
round half binnen dollars. Our 
favorable trade balance of last 
year was about $2,000,000,000. If 
our Allies are able to meet their 
interest obligations, our trade bal- 
ance will probably show ehift to a 
so-called unfavorable one, with 
imports exceeding exports con- 
ceivably by as much as a half, bil- 
lion dollars. Such a sudden read- 
justment, such an influx of manu- 
factured goods from abroad, would 
possibly entail serious conse- 
quences, prolonging for a long pe- 
riod unsatisfamtory business condi- 
tions. If, however, our investors 
should purchase foreign securities 
readjustment 


are the main points of this phase 
of the case. 
“One of the most forceful of the 
arguments of the procanceliation 
forces is only incidentally moral or 
economic. They hold that if we 
press for the collection of these 
advances, we shall, in the years to 
come, gain the reputation of being 
the Shylock of international 
finance. They point to history to 
demonstrate that the repayment of 
huge international debts, whether 
tribute or borrowings, usually 
breeds a spirit of mutual distrust, 
suspicion and ultimate harred be- 
tween the parties involved. And 
they raise the question whether 
for a nation with a large foreign 
trade, the possibility of such an 
outcome is worth the candle. 


AS BITTER-ENDERS SEE. 

“Those who wish to see our 
loans collected in fun present 
counter-arguments. They hold thet 
the war was primarily the war of 
Purope, precipitated Buropean 
imperialism, to which her op- 
ponents contributed as well as 
Germany. Our sole interest was 
to insure the defeat of G ny 80 
that in future years we should not 
have to oppose her alone. We 
asked no assistance in maintaining 
our armies in the line; the funds 
borrowed from us by our allies to 
maintain their armies are their 
Just and due obligations; and they 
should expect to repay them. The 
cancellation of international ob- 
ligations is a dangerous precedent 
to establish. Furthermore, the 
spoils of war in the shape of land 
acquisition and reparations in kind 
and money have gone entirely to 
others; we asked nothing in this 
connection. 

“On the economic side of the 
question, the opponents of cancel- 
lation maintain that if our govern- 
ment can collect from its debtors 
yearly interest of $500,000,000 or 
more, our taxes can be commensur- 
ably cut down. Lightened taxation is 
in turn expected to give a decided 
impetus to business revival. How- 
ever opinions may differ as to the 
positive influence of taxation upon 
business activity. all sides will 
agree that taxation is at the pres- 
ent time absorbing a larger share 
of the national income than is de- 
stra ble. 

“In any case it is certain that 
this refunding legislation does not 
settle the large question of inter- 
national indebtedness.

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BUSINESS NEWS. 


Cotton Market Reviewd; Los Angeles Dede Sees 
Prosperity Ahead. 


Reaction during the last three 
days of the week caused a decline 
of % a cent a pound in the New 
York cotton market. Last week 
was the first to show a decline 
after three weeks of rising prices. 
Los Angeles cotton brokers do nat 
attach any more importance to this 
slump in the market than they 
did to the upward movement. It 
is still a trader's market, in their 
opinion, with actual buying. which 
would directly reflect the real con- 


dition of the industry, for the most 
part absent. 

Very little high-grade cotton re- 
mains in California and Arizona 
although there is plenty of it still 
in the South. As a result the lo- 
cal demand is centering on the 
lower quality stock. Middling 
quality California cotton is bring- 
ing an average of 16 cents a 
pound in the interior at present. 

Many observers of the cotton 
market are now of the opinion 
that any improvement in price will 
be gradual and that normal levels 
will not be reached until October 
at least. Twenty cents a pound 
should be the season's high price, 
they ay. There are abo a num- 
ber of more pessimistic cotton men 
who expect to see prices hit 15 
cents again. They cite decreased 
bxports and lower domestic spin- 
ner’s takings due to the mill strikes 
in New England as factors which 
confirm their — conclusions. 

Local cotton dealers say that the 
determination of the country au- 
thorities to impose a tax of $2 a 
bale on cotton shipments passing 
through Los Angeles Harbor has 
struck a death blow to that port 
as far as future cotton shipments 
are concerned. The local port is 
the only one in the United States 
where cotton for shipment is 
taxed, it is said. The tax is based 
on the technicality that the cot- 
ton is not ‘egally in transit as the 

carriers cannot issue through bilis 
of lading on it while it is passing 
through the municipal compress. 
A movement is now afoot to have 
the State Legislature pass a bill 
refunding the tax and placing Los 
Angeles Harbor on a parity with 
the other cotton shipping ports of 
the country. 

In the ntime, the greater 
percentage of the cotton now in 
the Imperial Valley and Arizona 
is being rerouted by rail to Gal- 
veston and other Gulf ports. The 
railroads and the Gulf ports have 
long been. making a bid for this 
trade and find in the new taxation 
at Los Angeles a long-looked-for 
opportunity. Up to two years ago 
they always had the California 
cotton trade, but on account of the 
concerted efforts of the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Commerce, — 
Clearinghouse Association and 
local cotton men, Los Angeles Har- 
bor’s cotton shipments jumped 
from 2000 to 100,000 bales in 1921. 
A municipal compress was erect- 
ed last year to take care of these 
shipments. 

Because of the narrow margin 
cotton brokers work on, they will 
be forced to use the Gulf ports in 
the future in order to avold the 
Wenl taxation, it was said yes- 
terday. <A final effort to have the 
tax ruling changed was madc at 
a meeting of bankers and cotton 
men held last Friday under the 
auspices of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. The meeting was advised 
at thet time by County Counsel 
Hill that it would be impossible to 
legally refund the

“Not the least important con- 
sideration in this promising situa- 
tion is the effect upon the menial 
attitude of the people all over Cdli- 
fornia. On every hand there seems 
to be a feeling of optimism and 
confidence. Although a great many 
were ready to admit that business 
was at present rather slack, all 
were united in the helief that 
prosperity is tugging at the latch 
string. 

“Contrast this with the general 
feeling of unrest and fear expressed 
a year ago, and you will readily see 
why I am of the opinion that Call- 
fornia is entering upon such an 
era of prosperity. If, with the ad- 
verse conditions which surrounded 
industry of every character a year 
ago, the State was able to do the 
things it did, then certainly in 
1922 with both natural and mental 
conditions so favorable, we may 
surely look for many broken pro- 
duction records.”

INCOME TAX FACTS. 


Lack of simplicity and definite- 
ness in the 1921 tax forms will Wir- 
tually necessitate guesswork ro- 
turns on the part of many taxpay- 
ers who have bought or sold gov- 
ernment obligations in the past 
year, the National Bank of Com- 
merce in New York says. The 
bank in the March number of ite 
magazine, Commerce Monthly, de- 
clares that the new tax forms do 
not explain to such taxpayers how. 
to determine their tax liability, and 
it shows how the labor of prepar- 
ing theif returns may in certain 
cases be minimised. 

“Taxpayers who have bought and 
sold government obligations dur- 
ing 1921 inn find the new tax 
forms quite troubleseme,” it. says. 
“These forms require persons who 
have bought or sold such securities 
during the year to attach a 
schedule showing their holdings by 
periods. din this t the new 
forms fall far short of the desired 
simplicity, and even fail to make 
clear the prescribed method of de- 
termining taxable interest on gov- 
ernment obligations.“ 

The bank points out that the 
elaborate schedule of varying hold- 
ings of taxable issues of war obli- 
gations required on the 1918 tax 
forms proved so difficult to admin- 
ister that the Revenue Bureau 
abandoned it during 1919 and 1920 
and based the computation of tax- 
es directly on the amount of inter- 
est received. 

“The resulting simplification was 
hailed as a.godsend by thousands 
ers,” it says.

Her 
recovery is slow, but if the American public 
will reflect that the British National Debt 
has risen from $2,800,000,000 to over 832. 
000,000,000 it will agree that if we carry on 
it ia because England has more solidity than 
she is credited with. 

The same applies to unemployment. It is 
severe, and it must be severe until the 


time, puts Germany, Russia and France on 
their financial legs, Le. until the exchange 
comes closer to the normal, so that the conti- 
nent may become able to buy English goods. 
The same, by the way, applies to America; 
it may look very nice to find the dollar 
worth in France nearly three times what it 
used to be worth, but in fact this prevents 
the French from buying American goods. 
When these conditions no longer prevail, 
trade will revive, shipping will follow, and 
unemployment will slowly be reduced to 
prewar proportions. Meanwhile, in En- 
gland, by advancing public works, by road- 
making, by relief, by foreign credits, which 
should enable us to risk trading with the 
continent, we are managing to provide the 
unemployed with a minimum life standard.

For instance, in the case of modern En- 
gland, there is an idea about that the poor 
old island is in a bad way.

He differs from the American 
who readily boosts his country; the En- 
glishman tends to run his country down. 
He likes nothing better, when he has had a 
good dinner, several glasses of port and an 
excellent cigar, than to declare that the 
country is going to the dogs. He enjoys the 
idea, just as he enjoys funerals. The 
amazed American guest hears him say that 
England is losing her trade, her morals and 
her manners. His surprise grows if he 
echoes these mournful sentiments; the Eu- 
lishman may run down bis own country, 
but if a foreigner joins in he does not pro- 
test or argue, these not being English 
habits but his Cordiality. slowly vanishes 
like an offended cat.

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THE ARRANGEMENT OF FURNITURE. 


HE arrangement of furniture in accor- 
dance with the structural lines of 
the room is conducive to harmony, or- 
der and balance. Such an arrange- 

ment eliminates most of the diagonal lines. 
The first way in which this principle is 
violated is in the placing of rugs. Frequent- 
ly these are laid at all sorts of angles to the 
lines of the wall as well as to each other. 
This creates the impression of confusion 
and unrest and makes it almost if not quite 
impossible to bring harmony out of the 
While in a living-room one or two large 
rugs are to be preferred as a rule, a number 
of small rugs can be used successfully pro- 
vided they are properly placed side beside 
and parallel with the walls of the room.

In choosing varieties for planting, of” 
course, the question of soil and climatic 
conditions. comes up first. The class of 
fruits which the grower expects to plant 
must be known as able to succeed under 
the conditions. of sofl and climate where 
they ‘are planted; at least, there must be 
reasonable certainty in this respect. Th 
selecting varieties, however, market~ de- 
mand is a factor of primary importance 
and the intending planter would do well to 
first satisfy himself as to this demand.

The Gardena 
Dewberry, very prolific. and unequaled 
for jams and jellies, can be recommended. 
Ot the strawberries, the choice is not 80 
easy, though the writer inclines to the 
Brandeywine and the Carolina. 

A variety of grapes should be set out, in- 
cluding the Concord, the Muscat, (both the 
black and the white) the Rose of Peru, the 
Flame Tokay, the Malaga, and the Black 
Monnukka. Strong, yearold plants are 
best. They should average eight feet apart. 
the Vines “should have the roots pruned 
back before planting, to six inches from the 
cutting, and the top pruned to a single stem, 
leaving only three or four buds. 

A large quantity of vegetables can be 
grown between the rows, and a plot of 
alfalfa and barley for the chickens and 
stock can be grown as an intercrop. Spaces 
planted to barley should be rotated with 
vegetables, and when the alfalfa is turned 
under, melons and cucumbers will be the 
best crop for the succeeding season. 


It possible, the acre should be enclosed 
with a stout fence, to keep out marauding 
animals, both of the higher and lower types.

This article would not be complete with- 
out a few tips on nting fruit trees. First, 
the land to be ted should be in good 
condition.

When the deciduous fruit trees are one 
year old, thin to four or five branches, cut- 
ting these back to at least half the pre 
ceding summers growth.

In planting berries, tops should be 
cut back to a height about six inches. 
That, of course, does not include the straw- 
berry. Raspberries and blackberries pro- 
duce their fruit in the same manner, that is, 
the plants send out new shoots each year 
which bear fruit the following season. 
These canes die after one season's fruiting, 
and should be removed, That fact 
be remembered when a trellis is being set 
up for their support. All berries are planted 


for blackberries and dewhberries six feet; 
strawberries one and a half feet, and grapes 
six to ten feet. The Cory Thorniess. black- 
berry is an exception, and should not be 
planted closer than ten feet apart, and that 
might prove to be too cleus, if | the soil 
favors their growth. 

There afe many points that cannot be 
covered here, but the high spots have been 
touched.

In fact, the tree makes a growth of twelve 
feet in a year, or a foot a month. 

Trees five years old are as tall as pines 
of fifteen or twenty. One of the oldest 
athels in the valley—six years this spring— 
measured as follows: 52 feet high; 34 feet 
spread; 4 f 10 inches circumference of 
trunk near ground, and a diameter of 18 
inches. Sixty feet is the height attained 
by the mature tree in its native land. Here 
it may grow still taller. and 
spreads to an immense size. 

The tree is propagated with the greatest 
ease. Cuttings about fourteen inches long 
are made’ of the ripened wood—that 
of branches not too green—and inserted 
the ground to the depth of a foot. In ai. 
month or six weeks sprouts will start from 
bulls at the tip of the sticks, and, growing 
with the rapidity of asparagus 
beautiful evergreen bushes reward the 
planter the first season. Usually two or 
three shoots start from each cutting.

Ordinarily propagating from cuttings is 
the only device resorted te. The wood 
may be preserved for a considerable period 
in damp soil or a cool, moist celler. Cut- 
tings are boxed and packed with damp ex- 


periment station to all parts of the South- 
west. For shipment further distances sap- 
lings with roots are grown first. This is 
done by burying a limb horizontally in the 
soll, when the stubs of branches elongate 
to shoots, and roots form thickly about the 
main branch.

HEELING-IN OF TREES. 

If you ure not ready to plant when the 
trees arrive, and the chances are that you 
won't be, especially if you are planting any 
considerable acreage, take every possible 
precaution to prevent them from suffering 
from exposure. First and foremost, don’t 
let them lle around at the depot until it is 
convenient to go after them. Make it con- 
venient to get them just as soon after they 
arrive as possible. And don't open the 
crates and haul them out home without 
cover, exposed to the air and sun, and pile 
them in the barn. Everything depends on 
those ‘trees and care in handling them is 
extremely important if they are to grow 
and thrive. Every year thousands of dol- 
lars are lost in nursery trees because of 
lack of proper attention in handling them 
after they are received. 

If you have to haul them any distance 
after they are uncrated, wet them down 
and cover them over with soniething to pre- 
vent the roots from drying out.. The best 
way is to haul the crates, if the trees come 
crated, out to the orchard and heel the 
trees in as fast as taken out. For heeling- 
in a location on a knoll* where the soil 
does not get saturated or hold water m the 
trench should be selected. Dig a good 
trench and when the trees are heeled-in 
see that the dirt is well sifted about the 
roots so that they will not dry out. If the 
weather is cold, do not let trees lie over 


They may be frosted, which often does not 
show up for a season or two after the trees 
are set. Care taken in handling the trees 
will be amply repaid in a uniform stand 
and thrifty growth. 

When the land has been prepared, the 
field laid off, and the trees have arrived, 
the mext question is when top lant. Gen- 
erally speaking, the time to plant is when 
the soil is in a good mellow condition so 
that it breaks up well and sifts down about 
the roots. If the soil is still wet apd cold, 
.it is best to wait a little until it warms up. 
Early planting in cold soil does not give 
as good results as later planting when the

SETTING THE TREE. 


One of the commonest mistakes made in 
planting is setting the trees too dee 
Such trees rarely ever succeed, but a 
stunted and sooner or later must be pulled 
out. The writer has seen whole orchards 
where this mistake was the sole reason for 
the trees not deing well. Other things be- 
ing equal, always set the tres so that when 
settled and established in place it is about 
the same depth at which it stood in the 
nursery. With most trees this means that 
the bud union will be only an inch or so 
above the This rule 


purposely budded high. f 
There is little advantage under ordina 
conditions in digging a hole much — 
than just sufficient to take the spread of 
the roots. Make*the hole just large enough 
to comfortably take the tree. But take ev- 
ery care to thoroughly sift the soll about 
the roots and to firm it there. Air spaces 
under or near the roots annually cause the 
loss of many trees. But do not leave the 
surface soil too firmly packed. Leave a 
shallow mulch of loose soil on top. And 
never put manure or fertilizer In the hole 
with the tree. On top, as a surface dress- 
ing, they are all right, but next to the 

roots they are apt to cause trouble. 

Some nurseries make it the habit to 
trim back trees before shipment. ft is 
much more desirable. from the growers’ 
standpoint that this be not done until the 
tree is planted. After planting, do not per- 
mit the trees to stand any length of time 
without cutting back. To do so is danger- 
ous, as all that top fs losing water and the 
tree has not yet had time to become estab- 
lished so that it can absorb water. Cut the

night in the water trough or unprotected. 


But wth cutting beck the job is not yet 
finished. Sunburn and bores (which follow 
sunburn) annually kill and injure thousands 
of young trees. Be safe and whitewash 
the tree.

CATTLE VALUE, OVER HOGS. 


great American hog and the fact that annual 
receipts of hogs at public markets are fre- 
quently more than double those of cattle, 
the money value of the cattle marketed an- 
nually usually exceeds that of hogs. The 
average price of catth: received on the Chi- 
cigo market during 1920 has been calculated 
at $110.61 per head and that of hogs at $34. 
Applying these values to all of the cattle 
and hogs marketed in the United States 
during that year the total value of cattle 
marketed was $1,863,085,307, compared with 
a total valuation of $1,429,996,242 for hogs. 
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
